force of police from Headquar- 
ters. wo, 7 
. A number of workers’.still, re- 
tained by the management were, 
howevér,, interfered with, and 
picketing by the workers’ guild, 
the Yin Yip Kau Shi, of No. 3 
Shanghai Street, .appeared to 
have had some effect, for-of the 
forty men ind women still retain- 
ed in employment, only three ré; 
turned to work when the ‘factory 
opened its doors this morning. . 

On enquiring into the case, a 
Telegraph’ representative this 
morning learned that bad times 
have forced the proprietor of the 
fuetory to cut down half the num- 
berin his employment. Those who 
were. dismissed were assured that 
they would be taken baek as soon 
as market conditions justified this

For three days the unfortunate 


‘\vessel rolled about and more than 


once nearly capsized. It was only 
on July 23 that the intensity of 
the storm relaxed. The helm was 
repaired and ‘the “Hai Hong” was 
able to reach the port of San. 
Vicente where protected from the 
strong winds, her crew could at- 
tend to the damage on.deck, 

The distance between Keelung 
and Manila is.700 nautical miles 
and under normal conditions the 
trip‘is made in four days. It took 
the “Hai Hong” 28 days to make 
the trip.

termed; America suffers from the 
disability of a large influx -of 


aliens, who, although their num~ 


bers are limited by ‘means of an 
annual quota, are, neveftheless a 
big mass of unleavened population 
for many years to come, and as 
one Jot -become absorbed in time 
into the national life, there is:a 
further addition to be “acclimatis- 
ed” or nationalised. That, indecd, 
is the great problem in a Iand 
Which is dependent on immigration 
from all parts of the world for its 
population, .Though there are na- 
tional ideals in the United States 
that come naturally to the indigin- 
ous population, there is a big pro- 
portion who require the passing 
of a generation before they can 
adopt these ideals as-their own:

A theft which might easily have 
had serious results was committed 
at the Kowloon City rifle’ range 
‘yesterday. by a’ Chinese farmer, 
who was charged before Mr. W. 
Schofield at the Kowloon Magis- 
tracy this morning with larceny of 
two sheets of corrugated iron.

DEVASTATION & FAMINE. 


‘After’ ‘four weary months “of 
arduous travelling by mules, 
aedan chairs and interminablo 
stretches of walking, Father Ter- 
ence Connelly of Boston and 
Brother Lambert Budde of Hol- 
Jand reached Shanghai on Satur-| 
day last when ‘all hope for their 
safoty . had been abandoned. 
These two missionaries ‘formed o 
nection of the party who, follow: 
ing the anti-Chyistian. and ‘anti- 
foreign disordors in the province 
of Kweichow, were forced to 
leave’ the: mission. ‘field barely 
escaping with their lives. With 
athers . of the party, some of 
whom are remaining temporarily 
at Hankow and others at Chung- 
king, they .set out over four 
through 
the wildest part of Central China 
in an effort to reach civilization 
and safety. ‘ 


The history of the old pioneers 
of the West, with all the suffer. 
ing, anxiety and danger through 
which they. passed, can scarecly 
have been ‘worse than the experi- 
ence of, this’ gallant little band of 
religious workers who struggied 
on for four long months through 
hostile country, beset by bandits 
and possible death .on all sides, 
fighting against starvation and 
thirst, 
hoping against hope for the sight 
of civilizaton and those: matérial 
things of life of which they had 
been deprived for, years," They 
erossed mountain ranges, fought 
their way through dangerous and 
tortuous defiles, laboured through 
arid wastes with desolation to 
right and left, suffered sickness 
and privation but finally struggled 
into Chunking bereft of. almost 
all of their belongings, sick and 
exhausted .but happy to’ have 
escaped with their lives. 


-  " Peagic Death. 


The most tragic part of the 
jentire journey was the death 
through exhaustion of one of their 
number, Sister Clarissa’ Stat- 
miller of Columbus, Ohio, who 
passed away after she had reach- 
ed Chunking. a 

. - 


The two’ arrivals /alShanghai 
bring .with them a story ,of 
terrible suffering and devastation 
throughout the country through 
which they passed. Bandits and 
soldiers ‘are running Joose over 
the entire countryside burning, 
killing and terrorizing the inha- 
bitants; famine is stalking every- 
where. The country people are 
dying of starvation “in many 
parts, whole villages and towhs 
have been denuded, others ,have 
been burned to the ground by the 
marauding bands of brigands. 


Brother Lambert Budde reports 
that one walled city through 
which they passed had no more 
than a dozen houses standing, the 
others having been completely 


destroyed by fire after a rald by 


bandits, the inhabitants having 
scattered in all directions to pre- 
serve. their lives. These were 
gradually starving to death hav- 
ing no money to buy rice and no 
means pf growing .it. The pro- 
vince of Kweichow {s over-ridden 
with the evila of opium smoking 
which is being indulged as never 
before. All the women and most 
of the children. are addicted to 
ravages thus 
ereated are almost beyond belief. 


Mission Looted. 


Co “we 

Father Connelly. witnessed © the 
looting of the Protestant Reform- 
ed Church Mission at Shenchowfu, 
Hunan, which wag carried out in a 
most distressing manner by Chinese 
students.’ The looting and burning 
of mission property was - curried 
out and instigated by the Political 
Bureau who conducted an auction 
of mission gdods:in the streets. In- 
desdribable scenes followed the auc- 
tion, The goods which could not 
be gold were thrown into the streets 
and fought for by ‘the rabble. The 
Political Bureau. then turned its 
attention "to the mission schcol 
Which was throughly looted and 
then ack on fire. The burning last- 
ed for two days. 


‘Friendly Bandits. . 


. The party encountered numbers 
of bandits on their long journey 
and for‘'a considerable time went 
in, fear of their lives. In all in- 
stances, however, those’ bandits 
encountered , when crossing the 
mountain ranges, acted kindly to 
the travellers, pointing out the easi- 
est paths fpr travel and re- 
fraifiing ‘from molesting any 
member of the party. Part of 
the journey Jed the party through 
the wild regions inhabited by the 
Miao aborigines and there was con-- 
stant danger from attacks by 
these savage ‘tribes, .

The Shunpao learns that. the 
Chinese Director-General of tho 
Customs Service in the Nanking 
Government has addressed a letter 
to the Chinese ambe: 
of Commerce saying that the aboli- 
tion of likin und-the increase. of 
tarift are first steps’ towards au- 
tonomy and that presents a great 
opportunity for China's future 
trade. The Nationalist Govern- 
ment (says. the letter) has pass- 
ed through many hardships .'and 
hus gone to the trouble now df 
proclaiming autonomy. The aim 
‘of the:proclaimation ig to improve 
the living conditions of the far- 
mers, labourers and merchants 
and not only. to-increase national 
revenues, ‘As it is feared that 
some people may misunderstand 
the Government's intentions, the 
Chamber is asked to make things 
clear to them. ; _ 


Prevention of Export. 


The different local branches of 
the Kuomintang haye issued seve- 
ral circulars and despatched sev - 
ral opén telegrams throughout the

If we wanted to promote 
our own trade, foreigners used the 
Customs to Jimit our activities by 
freventing us from exporting’ our 
goods.. If we wanted to boycott

carry ‘out our revolutionary plans, 
the foreigners and. the Customs 
supported the militarists and im-| 
peded our progress The Chinese 
Government was powerless to, in- 
crease the Customs dués and it 
was as a result of this that likin, 
; ex-factory © taxes, 
goods taxes and dthers were intro- 
duced. They gaused much harm 
to the Chinese. people but they 
made up for the deficit resulting 
from the foreign control of the 
Customs, That policy was sui- 
cidal, Now that the Nationalist 
Government has proclaimed tariff 
autonomy, it devolves upon the 
people to support the Government 
and dct as its rearguard, 30 that 
eventually we may, get rid of the 
unequal treaties and secure for 
China a place of equality ‘in the 
family of. nations. Therefore, let 
us unite! © .

GEN. WOOD'S END. 
ow INJURY CAUSED - 


~ HIS DEATH. : 


SEVERAL OPERATIONS. 


: Boston, Mass., Aug. 7. 
_ Governor General Wood . died 
to-day at 120 a.m, at tha Peter 
Brent Brigham hospital, after un- 
dergoing on Saturday an opera- 
tion for recurrence of a tumour 
which had involved the bone of 
tthe skull. " te 

The announcement came with 
‘dramatic suddonness after a day 
of secrecy surrounding General 
Wood's entrance to’ the hospital, 
punctuated only by a statement 
issued Inte in the evening that 
ho. was in-a critigal condition. 

Dr. Harvey Cushing, a. noted 
surgeon, was in charge of «the 
case. Beyond a bare nnounce- 
ment of General -Wood’s death the 
Hospital authorities declined fur- 
ther information, pending a atate- 
ment from, the attending  phy- 
sicinns or from Major Burton 
Read, the Governor General's side. 

General Wood was admitted to 
the: hospital on Friday, and was 
accompanied ‘on his journey to 
Boston by Mrs, Wood. . 

For a day his presence at ‘the 
hospital was denied. Later the 
hospital authorities explained that 
he was receiving neither visitors 
nor telephone calls at his own re-. 
quest, and did not wish it known 
he was a patient. . , 

Mrs. Wood was with her hus-: 
band when he died: 

A Bulletin issued by Dr. Ale- 
xander Lambert of New York, 
who came: here to ‘treat, General 
Wood; follows: . 

“Governor General Wood seven- 
teen years ago had a tumour
